‘MOTOR ~ BOATING. 
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Sport and 
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Pleasure at Small Outlay. 


Some weeks ago I referred in these notes 
to the growing interest which was being 
taken in outboard motor boating in abmost 
every harbour in Ireland with the excep- 
tion of Dublin Bay; how this sport, was 
being catered “for by aquatic fixtures, and 
the important part played in these events. 
| 1 also mentioned the comparatively small 
cost of the purchase and*upkeep of ‘these 
boats compared. with other pastimes; such

The main features of the system stand 
out in bold relief in this volume—the 
monopoly of trade and the spirit of 
exclusiveness—an exclusiveness which kept 
out men of Irish blood ; their religious and 
fraternal spirit and practice pervading 
the guilds for many centuries ; the almost 
sovereign jurisdiction in matters which 
are now the affair of the State; the !n- 
fluence wielded over the city administra- 
tion. even in decadence. Dr.’ Webb deals 
with all these in detail, And he has no 
difficulty in showing that in Dublin the 
guilds lingered en mueb Jater than else- 
where. From within and without in 
the eighteenth century forces were at work 
which. in the end, were to bring about 
their inevitable collapse. These included 
the withering away of the fraternal spirit 
and the substitution for it of the cash 
nerus between employer and employed ;

Anyhow, these poems, however flippantly 
written, ring sensible and are highly 
witty and facile; the style, indeed, 
which is uniform throughout, tends 
to become monotonous, but such a volume 
should not be read through at a sitting, 
tempting though it is to do so. Perhaps 
some day Mr. Hoffenstein, in the com- 
pany of Mr. Bernard Shaw, will be seen 
as the prophet of Sensible Values. 

“The Golden Fleece,” by Mr. Henry 
Birkhead, is a free, but not too free. 
translation in verse of Pindar’s fourth 
Pythian ode. Judged as a poem, it is 
very fine; as a translation, it succeeds in 
capturing all the rush of the Bcotian’s 
majestic rhythms, suffering only vicari- 
ously from the complication of thought 
that is in the Greek. The trouble is that, 
like every other verse-rendering of 
Pindar, it is too facile and smooth to 
reproduce completely “the effect of 
Pindar’s “huge diction”’ and crashing 
consonants. One doubts whether that 
effect can be’ obtained by any English 
measure except a strongly rhythmed free 
verse and Miltonic hyphenations. Taken 
purely as a poem, however, this transla- 
tion is splendid, 


The commonplace character of Mr. 
Galletiey’s themes is not redeemed by 
any excellence of expression. The 
undistinguished metres are frequently 
bumpy’ and the syntax laboured. Three 
tolerable poems stand out like jewels— 
“ Ringdove Glen,”’ “ Night on the Moor,”’ 
and “ Sleepless ’’; the last-named would 
be excellent without its last couplet. 

The late Mr. Bliss Carman was by far 
the most capable of colonial ts. In 
“ Wild Garden "” he says nothing very 
much out of the ordinary, but says it in 
reasonably distinguished fashion. One 
realises this even from the first poem, of 
which the theme is commonplace and age- 
old, but the race of the rhythm masterly. 
The contents are shamelessly uneven, but 
good execution prevails. In this book, as 
elsewhere, Bliss Carman is never more 
than an excellent versifier; but that’ is 
something much better than a bad poet. 


Mr. Van Avond succeeds strangely in 

reproducing the atmosphere of a South 
African drought—how, one does not alto- 
gether understand—for his free rhythms 
are often weak and rilously close to 
prose, while his normally fine images are 
sometimes contaminated with an alien 
preciousness. A good and sincere volume 
(which must be read at a sitting to be 
properly appreciated) is constructed of 
parts not infrequently bad in themselves. 
There is some astonishingly good 
matter, recalling and equalling Christina 
Rossetti, in Miss Farjeon’s serious verse. 
The children’s poems aré not so good, 
falling as they do between two criterions, 
challenging comparison with genuine 
nursery-rhymes and play-rhymes on the 
one side and with A. A. Milne on the 
other. Many appear to have been 
written too easily; many, however, are 
delightful.

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COLLIDE. 


BOY KILLED AT KINGSTOWN.

PRISON CONVERSATION. 


Remarkable evidence concerning an alleged 
conversation in prison was given at South 
Shields last night, when Nagi Molmmed, an 
Arab fireman, was again remanded on a 
charge of murdering a Maori named Franklin 
by oe bun.

HANDBOOK TO ASSIST ITS 
CUSTOMERS. 


The Great Western Railway Company have 
issued a handbook, entitled ‘‘ How to Send 
and How to Save, in which they give a 
good deal of information about season tickets, 
rates and charges, ‘‘ containers,”’ railhead dis- 
tribution, and so forth, in connection with 
their system.

p GIES provides us with a first-class 
political crisis at least once a 
year. It is so important a country, 
both from its geographical position and 
from its close political-connection with the 
British Empire, that any news from 
Egypt attracts the interest of the general 
nt cha and its affairs are extremely 
difficult to understand. We view 
Egyptian affairs from the standpoint o! 
our own political allegiance. Some of us 
think of the Egyptians as an_ oppressed 
people struggling to be free, while others 
regard them as an inferior race, easily 
misled by ‘‘agitators’’ into hostility 
towards the strong, silent British admini- 
strators who govern them for their good. 
Neither -view is in accordance with the 
realities of the situation. 

To understand modern Egypt one must 
have to be familiar with the history of the 
Turkish Empire, of which Egypt was a 
dependency—though occupied by a British 
force—until the beginning of the Great 
War. The Turkish Empire owed its 
strength and its Jong life to a system of 
decentralisation of government. Jt would 
have been impossible for the rude Turk, 
soldier and nomad, to administer so vast 
an area and so many nations of different 
race and creed, if the system employed 
had been one of direct rule. So it was 
that, when Mohammed the Conqueror 
entered Constantinople in the middle of 
the fifteenth century, he summoned the 
Patriarch of the orthodox Greek Church 
and the Chief Rabbi of the Jews, and 
said to them: ‘“ Ye hold of us; take your 
people and rule them under us.”’ 


TREATIES WITH TURKEY, 


In this way the Ottoman Empire was 
divided, so far as noti-Moslems were con- 
cerned, into communities, every one 
governed by its religious head, who 
directed the affairs of his flock from the 
cradle to the grave. The courts of the 
community had jurisdiction in criminal 
as well as in civil matters, and a Greek 
or a Jew came into contact with the 
ruling race only through the heads of his 
own community. This system continued 
unaltered up to the middle of the 
nineteenth century, and a part of the 
jurisdiction of the community courts re- 
mained to them until the advent of Mous- 
tafa Pacha Kemal. It probably had its 
origin in the dislike of the Turk to be 
bothered with the customs and laws of 
other religions which he did not under- 
stand, mag partly in the unwillingness of 
the Mohammedan to extend the privileges 
of his Sacred Law to the unbelievers. 

A century after this conquest of Con- 
stantinople Turkey was brought into con- 
tact with the nations of Europe, chiefly, 
through traders. It was advantageous to 
the Turks that Europeans should settle 
and trade in their dominions, and supply 
them with the articles of European manu- 
facture which they required for their com- 
fort, or for use in war. Soon, therefore, 
the system by which the non-Moslem 
communities were allowed to be governed 
by their own laws was extended to 
immigrants from Europe. A series cf 
treaties was signed between European 
States and Turkey, by which the nationals 
of the European State were allowed to 
reside and carry on trade in Constanti- 
nople or Smyrna, and to be governed 
according to the laws of their own State 
as administered by their own officials. 
Genoa was one of the first to make such a 
treaty. France made a treaty with 
Turkey in the early sixteenth century, 
and Queen Elizabeth obtained similar 
privileges for her subjects from Suliman 
the Magnificent, cailed by his subject: 
EI Kanouni (the Lawgiver). 


SINCE THE GREAT WAR. 


These treaties were called Capitulations 
from the form of the document. From 
being mere licences, granted by the in- 
dolent and tolerant Turk to humble 
foreigners to trade and reside peacefully 
in his dominions, the Capitulaticns grew 
into valuable privileges, which exempted 
the foreigner from the imposition of taxes 
by the Turkish Government, and from the 
jurisdiction of its courts. By degrees 
these rights were acquired by all the 
States of Europe, and by the United 
States of America. This system was in 
force in all parts of the Ottoman 
dominions, and was extended to Egypt 
when it was conquered by Selim the Grim 
in 1516, and remains to this day. 

Since the Great War and the resurrec- 
tion of Turkey from her ashes under 
Moustafa Pacha Kemal, these privileges 
have been abolished throughout the smal! 
remnant of her former empire which 
remains to her. An effective ruje over all 
persons resident within her borders was 
one of the fruits of her victory over the 
Greeks in Asia Minor in 1920-1921. 
Europeans cannot live under the rule of 
the Oriental. They will not submit to 
it; and, if it is imposed upon them, they 
will gather up their goods and go else- 
where. The result of the abolition of the 
Capitulations in Turkey has, therefore, 
been an exodus of a large part of the 
commercial communities of Smyrna and 
Constantinople, and the relapse of Turkey 
into something very near its primitive 
nomad condition. Formerly, the Golden 
Horn was a forest of masts, and there was 
a continual stream of shipping through 
the Bosphorus. Now fhe port is virtually 
empty, the shipping faving transferred 
itself to the port of the Pirsus, near 
Athens. 


BRITAIN IN EGYPT. 


The Egyptian is even less amenable to 
Western-civilisation than the Turk. He 
cultivates cotton more successfully than 
anyone, and he is the most hardworking 
unskilled labourer in the world; but there 
his capabilities stop. 

Since the price of cotton rose and Egypt 
has become prosperous she has attracted 
immense numbers .of foreigners of all 
nations. The railways were built and 
staffed by foreigners, chiefly Englishmen, 
in the days of Said Pacha and his 
successor, Ismail Pacha, before the British 
occupation. The Egyptian Army was, up 
to 1882, officered by Turks and Cir- 
cassians, and some Americans. Under 
British rule it has been completely 
Kgyptianised, and the most that can be 
said of it is that it is a good peace-time 
army. The irrigation system is the work 
of Englishmen. The whole economic 
machinery of the country is in the hands 
of foreigners. The banks are English, 
Italian and French, and the bank clerks 
almost exclusively Jews. 

The cultivation of cotton is entirely 
carried on by the Egyptian fellah, it is 
true, but the work of cotton research and 
the discovery of new varieties is done by 
Greeks, and the purchase and export of 
the crop are in the hands of English and 
Greek firms exclusively. e tobacco 
industry was formerly run by Armenians 
and Greeks, but is now consolidated under 
a British firm. The clothing trade is in 
the hands of Jews. The bakers and 
grocers are Greeks, as are the other retail 
traders of all kinds. Even the skilled 
masons are foreigners, chiefly Italians ; 
the electricians are Swiss and Italians ; 
the photographers are Armenians. It is 
impossible to find any trade in the hands 
of the Mohammedans, except the soap im- 
porters and . retailers, and they are 
Syrians. Even archeology is French, 
and the tourist is guided to Swiss hotels 
by Messrs. Cook. The taxi-drivers are 
Nubians; for the Egyptian . is “all 
thumbs,” and no machine survives his 
management. 


BACKWARD NATIVES. | 


The native, therefore, has little or no 
control over the industria) and economic 
life of the country. He is the occupier 
and cultivator of the land, a primitive, 
dweller in rural slums, with no desires

clothe his body,” as he phrases it; paying 
a rack rent to his feed cá landlord when 
he cultivates more land than his own tiny 
plot. The Egyptian landowner is often 
extremely wealthy. He lives at ease, 
aspires to put his sons into Governmen 
posts or into the professions. Literature 
and art are dead for him. The aristocracy 
of the country are the officials, who take 
precedence, socially, over the professional 
classes. The. activities of the Egyptian 
doctots and lawyers are confined to their 
own péople, and, while the doctors are 
successful, it is remarkable that in the 
mixed courts, where a large proportion of 
the litigants are Egyptians, no Moham- 
medan Egyptian lawyer is In gooe 
practice. No Egyptian has any aptitude 
for commercial or industrial enterprise. 
It can, therefore, be readily understood 
that a State so international as 
cannot, by the nature of se 
governed by the native race, and that the 
Capitulatory System must remain in Íorce 
in one form or another. The most notable 
modification of the Capitulatory System 
in recent years was the foundation of the 
Mixed Courts in the reign of Ismail, in 
1875, by the efforts of Nubar Pacha, the 
Armenian Prime Minister to Ismail. 
Previous to that date, under the Capitula- 
tory treaties, a debtor could only be sued 
in the Consular Court of his own nation. 
If, therefore, an Egyptian was the creditor 
of an Englishman, or a Frenchman of a 
Dutchman, he could only recover judg- 
ment against his debtor in the English 
and Dutch Consular Courts respectively. 
There was no procedure by which claims 
could be made against the Egyptian 
Government, except through diplomatic 
channels. The position was one of 
extreme difficulty for the Egyptian 
Government, as the diplomatic channels 
were often made use of unfairly by 
foreign adventurers to push bogus claims. 


INTERNATIONAL COURTS. 


Nubar Pacha conceived the formation of 
a system of international courts which 
should form part of the Egyptian system, 
and pronounce judgment in the name of 
the Egyptian soyereign, but should be 
staffed in the proportion of two foreign 
judges to one Egyptian. The proposal 
was sound, since it was in Far 500 
interest to substitute a court, by which 
the Egyptian Government and all persons; 
native and foreign, should be bound, for 
the chaos of the independent jurisdictions 
of the Consular Courts and the foreign 
diplomats. Nubar Pacha visited a 
number of European capitals, and inter- 
viewed their Foreign Ministers to obtain 
their adhesion to his proposal; Having 
obtained the support of the British 
mercantile interests and of the British 
Foreign Office, he was not long in obtain- 
ing the support of the rest of Europe. 

The Mixed Courts were set up in 1875, 
nominally for a period of five years, but 
they have proved so successful that they 
have been renewed by the Powers con- 
cerned from that day to this. 
applied is a series of codes, which closely 
lollow the laws of France of that date. 
The judges are appointed by the 
Capitulatory Powers, each for his own 
representatives, when a vacancy occurs. 
Thus, England has three judges in Cairo, 
one in Alexandria, and three in the Court 
of Appeal. Italy has two in Cairo, one in 
Alexandria, and two in the Court of 
Appeal ; Sweden one in Cairo, and one in 
the Court of Appeal, and so on, 

It was originally intended that the 
Mixed Court should have criminal juris- 
diction, as well as civil, over foreigners, 
but the Powers refused to concede this. 
In consequence, a Frenchman or an 
Englishman is still tried for crime before 
his own Consular Court, and from’ these 
Consular Courts an appeal Jies to London 
in the case of Englishmen, to Aix en 
Provence in the case of Frenchmen, to 
Ancona in the case of an Italian, and to 
Athens in the case of a Greek. Recently, 
in an important case, in which Germans 
were accused of the murder of an 
Egyptian Syrian in Alexandria, a court 
was sent out from Berlin, which tried the 
accused in German in Cairo, 


FIVE RESERVATIONS, 


The most important article of the pro- 
posed treaty which was prepared by the 
British Foreign Office, under Sir Austen 
Chamberlain, for the acceptance of the 
Egyptians, and which, with certain modi- 
fications, is, we are told, being again 
offered to them by Mr. Henderson, is the 
provision by which this criminal juris- 
diction over foreigners is to be handed 
over to the Mixed Courts. This proposal 
should make for better administration of 
justice, a that the inquisitorial 
system adopted from France, by which an 
accused is interrogated by the State 
prosecutor before the trial, is abolished, 
and the British system of trial by oral 
evidence is substituted. 

The other articles of the proposed 
treaty, given in the Cairo newspaper, 
EI Mokattam, do not appear to 
warrant the crisis which has arisen. 
England surrendered the right to control 
the internal administration of Egypt when 
she made the unilateral Declaration of the 
28th February, 1922, whereby she acknow- 
ledged Egypt to be an independent 
sovereign State. She reserved only for 
future discussion the Five Points—the 
position of the Army, Minorities, 
Foreigners, the Sudan, and the Suez 
Canal. Though these matters were 
reserved for discussion, it is obvious that 
no modification by which the Egyptians 
ean obtain control of the Jast three are 
gs de by the circumstances. The 
Japitulations remained in full force, being 
untouched by the Declaration. 


MILITARY CONTROL. 


Apparently, England. promises for 
herself, in the proposed treaty, to abolish 
the Capitulations, but promises nothing 
for the other Powers. It is not clear how 
lar the Egyptian Government will be per- 
mitted to tax foreigners. It has long de- 
sired to finance its overloaded Budget out 
of an income tax, stamp duties on the 
transfer of shares, and corporation profits, 
all of which would fall exclusively, or 
almost exclusively, on foreigners. But, 
even if the right to tax were conceded, it 
is dificult to imagine how the Egyptian 
Government, weak, unwarlike, unversed 
in affairs, timid of foreign diplomatic 
pressure, could succeed in imposing un- 


combinations, such as Shell Oil, British- 
American Tobacco, the (Crédit Foncier 
Egyptien (a French mortgage bank with 
a capital of thirty-seven millions), and 
the great cotton export firms, which con- 
trol the economic destinies of Egypt. 

No great harm would resuit from the 
transfer of the British Army of Occupa. 
tion to the Canal zone; for, eat. 
Egypt is in the hollow of the hand of the 
Power which has command of the sea. 
Her ports are within eighteen hours’ 
steam of Cyprus, and her territory is 
actually bounded by Palestine, which is 
in British hands. Tt is, therefore, clear 
that the evacuation of Egypt by British 
forces altogether need give little cause for 
anxiety. There is no > ata of any other 
Powers interfering; for the British 
Foreign Office warned them off by a cir- 
cular note, sent to the Powers contem- 
lear ag with the Declaration of 
‘gypt’s independence in 1922. In fact, a 
British doctrine analogous to the Monroe 
Doctrine of Ameriga exists with respect 
to Egypt.

A Dog Aemorial. 


Passing down Mespil road the other 
day I was shown the most interesting dog 
memorial I have yet seen in Dublin. It 
was inscribed: “ In memory of Fanny, 
faithful and beloved friend of —;

Further inquiries elicited the fact that 
for this dog, Fanny, was founded the first 
dispensary for animals of the poor im the 
Free State, now known as the Irish Blue 
Cross. I was given a wonderful life 
history of the dog, and informed that 
from the first opening night to the last 
Monday before she died . Fanny had 
attended every meeting of the dispensary 
with her owner. Mostly she just sat 
quietly, watching intently, but sometimes 
she would go over to lick sympathetically 
some poor patient in whom she apparently 
felt a particular interest. Anyhow, I am 
told the idea of the first dispensary (of 
course there are now several) came through 
her. 


Flowers in the Green. 


A correspondent writes :—Returning to 
Dublin after a few weeks’ holiday, one of 
the first places I visited was St. Stephen’s 
Green, and I was astonished at the changes 
in the flower beds. When I went away 
the wallflowers and antirrhinums were 
just beginning to go off. Now the beds 
have all been planted with the luxurious- 
looking August plants, and the ones 
around the central statue show some 
wonderful colour schemes of geraniums, 
heliotrope and fuchsias. But the chief 
pride of the ‘‘Green’’ is the magnificent 
display of dahlias—enormous flowers, 
striped and tasselled, such as I have never 
seen elsewhere. One of the gardeners tells 
me that visiting Americans are fascinated 
by the display, and one of them told him 
that they beat the beautiful dahlias in 
St. James’s Park, London. which 
prides itself on these particular flowers.

But M. Briand has a wider outlook and a 
finer sense of humanity than either of 
them; all through his career he has been 
one of the few French statesmen with an 
international viewpoint. I like to think 
that this difference of temperament may 
be due to the circumstance that M. 
Briand’s ancestry is not entirely French ; 
his great grandfather. Conell Briand. was 
an Irishman who settled at Finisterre as 
manager of a bleaching factory. Years 
afterwards the family changed their 
residence to Nantes, where Aristide 
Briand was born. His Trish ancestor 
claimed descent from Brian Boru, and 
would have been proud, indeed. could he 
have known that one of his descendants 
was destined to shed further lustre on the 
great race of O’Brien.

Street Auctions. 


I have often been amused, writes a 
correspondent, at the methods adopted by 
itinerant street vendors for disposing of 
their goods. The scene of the auction is 
usually some waste piece of ground, and 
the merchandise may be anything from 
some ‘‘infallible’’ hair-restorer to a 
pair of wire trouser-stretchers. A cool 
head, a persuasive tongue, and a certain 
faculty of repa-tee are the three best 
assets of the trade. I found them united 
the other day in the personality of an 
individual who had established an 
original “pitch” on the south side of 
the quays. He was selling his wares— 
which consisted mainly of second-hand 
suit-cases and umbrellas—from behind 
an area railing. His method was to hold 
every article u» to the light and comment 
on its merits. When someone asked the 
price, he said intimately and persuasively : 
‘Whatever ye say yerself now.” The 
suit-cases and umbrellas, in which he did 
a roaring trade, were probably bought in 
bulk at some lost property sale, and here 
I was impressed by the fact that there 
did not appear to be a man’s umbrella 
in the whole stock.

The wet Sunday morning set me fidget- 
ting about the bookcase, and in an access 
of virtue I took down a volume of 
Elizabethan novels recently issued, with 
an introduction by Professor Saintsbury, 
in the Everyman Library. ‘‘ You have 
talked,” said I to myself, ‘‘ often enough 
of these, and mostly on the strength of 
extracts. Have at it.’’ I was soon deep 
in ‘‘ Jacke of Newberie,’ by Thomas 
Neloney, silk-weaver and pedlar. He was 
no cultivated intellect. A plain man, 
with a plain English tale. What emerges 
out of the story, which is entertaining 
enough otherwise, is the truth ol 
Napoleon’s dictum about ‘‘a nation of 
tradesmen.’’ Jack of Newberie is a weaver, 
ef course ; but the pride in the trade and 
the life and objects of the craitsmen— 
what a revelation and a lesson, with 
spices here and there of that typical 
English trait of common, sensible kindli- 
ness. Certainly the weavers of England 
were a great people. Sprinkled here and 
there are ballads—Deloney was a great 
balladist in the journalistic style of the 
day, voicing grievances and exposing 
wrongs—of some merit. One in particular, 
“Follow my love, leap over the strand.” 
is a joy for ever. But why not take 
courage and try the book? Greene and 
Nashe may please, if Deloney fails. 


Weavers in Dublin. 


The seventeenth century saw the 
organisation of the weavers in Dublin. 
Their headquarters lay in the Coombe, a 
place which will repay a visit by anyone 
peculiarly interested in curious architec- 
ture. The streejs about are called some- 
times ‘‘ Huguenot streets,” remembering 
a tradition that weaving in Dublin was 
much advanced by. French Protestant 
~efugees. For some reason the weavers 
of the Coombe and the butchers of Or- 
mond quay were in perpetual feud, and 
fought it out right reyally. The butchers 
had the advantage of weapons, and many 
a weaver found himself hauled in triumph 
about the streets on a meat hook, and 
the hook went deeper than his breeches, 
Wage quarrels were not infrequent, and 
were carried on with violence and arson, 


reduce master and men to the point of 
arbitration. They favoured, too, a policy 
of “ Buy Irish Goods,’”’ and advocated it 
in a rather more bloodthirsty manner than 
the merchants of to-day. The latter 
utter slogans; the former stripped the 
offender and left him to buy Irish goods 
before he could decently face the journey 
home. 


Court Dress. 


It was remarked at the time of the 
Imperial Conference that the Free State 
Ministers, in their ready adoption of 
Court dress, displayed a more tolerant 
attitude towards Saxon fashions than 
towards the Saxon language.

A friend writes:—I have just had the 
pleasure of meeting Mr. Julius Olsson, 
R.A., who has come to Ireland for his 
annual visit.

THE PERSEID METEORS. 
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From Our ASTRONOMICAL CORBESPON DENT, 
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Mercury, having been in Superior Con- 
junction on July 3lst, is technically an 
evening star, but will not be observable. 
He sets not more than 36 minutes after 
the Sun at any time during the month. 
Venus rises soon after 1 a.m., and is a 
brilliant object in the morning sky. She 
enters Gemini at the beginning of August, 
and passes right across that constellation, 
passing into Cancer during the closing 
days of the month. She is at, or near, 
her maximum possible North Declination, 
and passes just below the two third magn!- 
‘tude stars, Eta and Mu Geminorum. 
between the 6th and 9th of August. Her 
phase is gibbous, and her stellar magni- 
tude is 3.6. This means that she is 
between 16 and 17 times as bright as 4 
normal first-magnitude star, and about 6; 
times as bright as Sirius. When at her 
greatest brilliancy, as she was in March 
last, in the evening, and in May in the 
morning sky, she is about 40 times as 
bright as a normal first-magnitude star. 

Mars, though still technically an even- 
ing star, setting from a little more to a 
little less than an hour after the Sun, 
according to the day of the month, is not 
observable. He is appreaching Conjunc- 
tion with the Sun, but slowly, and does 
not reach that point till December is here. 
Being the quickest moving of the exterior 
planets, and completing his year in little 
more than two of ours, he keeps ahead of 
the Sun in the Zodiac more successfully 
than his neighbours, Jupiter and Saturn, 
each of whom is overtaken in a little more 
than a year. ae 

Jupiter has now come within evening 
hours, rising soon after 10 p.m., early in 
the month, and not long after 8 p.m., at 
the end. The great planet is now in 
Taurus, nearly midway between Alde- 
baran and Beta Tauri. Rising to a high 
elevation above the horizon, he is well 
placed for the telescope. Both his suriace 
and his satellite system are objects of 
continual interest, and within the reach of 
telescopes of very humble capacity. The 
belts and other surface markings show 
frequent, and sometimes startling, changes, 
while the positions of the satellites may 
be seen to change from hour to hour, 
under the watcher’s very eyes. The rapid 
rotation of the planet carries an entire 
hemisphere out of view in the course of 
five hours. In other words, the whole 
aspect of the planet is altered in the 
passing of one evening’s watch. A good 
pair of binoculars will often suffice to show 
the satellites, or some of them; but the 
glasses must be of the Galilean type, with 
fairly large objectives, and not prismatics. 
The prisms in the latter waste a great 
deal of light, and are not, therefore, suit- 
able for revealing faint objects. If one 
wants to see the disc of the planet, failing 
a telescope properly so called, a prismatic 
binocular is the thing, as they usually 
carry a higher magnifying power than the 
Galilean. 

Saturn souths near 6 p.m., in the first 
half of the month, and should be looked 
for as soon as the sky is dark enough. 
Towards the end he is running into day- 
light and increasingly difficult to observe. 
Every opportunity of seeing him should, 
therefore, be utilised. The air is apt to 
be steadier this month than nearer mid- 
summer, and there is more chance of an 
interval of good seeing—all too rare in the 
case of an object so near the Southern 
horizon as Saturn is at present. The 
planet has not yet quite reached his maxi- 
mum Declination South. By this time 
next year he will be turning North again, 
but he will take seven years to reach the 
Equator. 


THE MOON. 


New Moon on the 5th at 3.40 a.m. 

First Quarter on the 12th, at 6.1 a.m. 

Full Moon on the 20th. at 9.42 a.m. 

Last Quarter on the 27th, at 8.2 p.m. 

The Moon will be in Conjunction with 
Jupiter on the Ist, with Venus on the 
2nd, with Saturn on the 15th, and with 
Jupitor again on the 28th, and Venus 
again on the 31st. None of these conjunc- 
tions is at al] close, but that with Jupiter 
on the 1st is worth looking for, for 
another reason. The Moon on that date 
has very large North Declination, and, 
after setting at 5.6 p.m., on July 3ist, 
she rises almost exactly at midnight. 
Jupiter, three degrees further South, rises 
a few minutes later. The Moon, in the 
crescent phase, four days before New, will 
be observable almost in evening hours. 
Usually one has to sit up into the small 
hours to see the waning crescent Moon. 
On the following nicht, Aucust 2nd. the 
Moon will be still further North, over 27 
degrees, and in some of the Northern parts 
of the British Isles, Orkney and Shetland 
and Northern Scotland, she will hardly 
‘set at all, behaving like the midnight 
Sun, near the Arctic Cirele. This should 
be interesting to the telescopist seeking 
new sensations; for the waning crescent 
Moon in the telescope looks quite different 
from the waxing crescent. The terminator, 
or line dividing light from darkness. is a 
sunset terminator in the waning Moon, 
not 4 sunrise, as in the crescent viewed 
so familiarly in the evening sky. Being 
so, the light is retreating instead of 
advancing. Also, the region of the Moon 
ijluminated by the sunset is of an entirely 
different character from that shown u by 
the waxing crescent. We are familiar 
with the objects therein, lighted on one 
side. Viewed by sunset, they are lighted 
on the opposite side, and look quite 
different. Notably, the strange regions 
of Aristarehus, Herodotus, and the Great 
Serpentine Valley have literally a new 
light thrown on them. The Valley. 
shaded at sunrise by the great bulk of 
Aristarchus, is now thrown into full 
illumination, while Aristarchus throws a 
great shadow eastwards. 

For the same reason that the Moon is 
reaching an unusually great Northern 
Declination once a month at present, she 
is also attaining an unusually great 
Southern one. The attentive observer will 
notice, a few days before Full Moon, that 
she is much lower in the Southern sky 
than the Sun ever goes, even at mid- 
winter.

impire pastures ,and of every ÁR sheep, 
hirtv-eight were in the Empire. The British 

irket imported £330,000, worth of grass 
Jand products annually, which was one- 
uarter of the imported goods of all descrip- 

and of these food-stuffs from grass, 
came from the Empire. 

It was easy to realise the importance of 
ulture in Canada or Australia, but in 
ndustrial and mineral country, such as 

Great Britain, the place of agriculture was 

apt to be overlooked. In the three larger 

Dominions, and even in Great Britain, agri- 

cultural. production was more valuable than 
neral production, 

It might be astonishing to some to learn 
that Great Britain, including Northern Ire- 
jand, produced more agricultural wealth than 
Australia, and four times as much as South 


Alirica. 
WHAT SCIENCE HAS DONE.  ' 

Coming to the aid which. science was able 
to render to agriculture, Sir Robert quoted 
two recent examples. ‘‘ The case of ‘ Marquis 
wheat,’ he said, “ig well known, is 
wheat, bred by the Canadian Experimental 
Station at Ottawa, has, by its earlier 
maturity and superior cropping powers, not 
only ousted the older and inferior varieties 
of wheat in millions of acres of Canada and 
the Northern United States, but it has made 
the cultivation of wheat possible where wheat 
could not be grown before. 

“ A variety of sugar cane has recently been 
produced in Java by the Dutch plant breeders ; 
ene of its ancestors was not a sugar cane at 
but a wild reed, growing in a marsh. 
Yet, this variety, partly of reed ancestry, is 
creatly superior to any other, giving fifteen 
per cent. to twenty per cent. more sugar and 
resisting local diseases better than any other. 
Most of the sugar fields of Java are now 
growing it.” 

Other services rendered to agriculture by 
science included the combating of diseases 
and sterility in cattle and sheep, the 
biological control of noxious weeds (in which 
spectacular successes had been obtained, e.g., 
the prickly pear in Australia and the black- 
berry in New Zealand), methods increasing 
production by soil treatment, and many other 
aids, 
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EMPIRE CO-OPERATION. 

Sir Robert went on to describe the various 
ways in which the different parts of the 
Empire were ey gga and could &co- 
operate, in scientific research. 

Following the Imperial Agricultural Re- 
search Conference held in London in. 1927, 
eight bureaux had already been established 
for the collection and.distribution of infor- 
mation regarding soils, animal nutrition, 
animal genetics, animal hygiene, plant breed 
ing, animal parasitology and fruit prodne- 
tion, each of these being attached to actual 
research institutions. The results were 
aiready being felt. 


The work on “bush sickness’? in New 


‘Zealand was being applied in East Africa 


and Canada—work on prevention of goitre 
in grazing animals was a stimulus to work 
in Australia and New Zealand. :

The two main faetors influencing dental 
structure had begn shown to be Vitamin D, 
which aided ecaicification, and some sub- 
stance in cereals which interfered with that 
and controlled investigations on 
children, based on the experimental work on 
stimals which she had mentioned, showed 
that the initiation and spread of dental caries 

d be greatly reduced by increasing the 
ce of Vitamin D and reducing that of 
cereals, especially of oatmeal. 

The Engish diet. especially that of the 
poorer classes, consisting as it mainly does 
of cheap cereals, contained a deficiency of 
the fat-soluble vitamins which ate associated 
with the more expensive foods such as eggs, 
milk and butter. The decrease in breast- 
feeding and the rearing of infants op cereal 
~oncoctions must also tend to defectively 
‘“aloified teeth.

ARCHAHOLOGY IN SOUTH 


AFRICA. 


In the Anthropology Section, the presi- 
dential address of Mr. Henry Balfour nae on 

South Africa’s Contribution to. Prehfstoric 
Archeology.”’ 

The President deeply recretted the lost 
opportumity of studying in the Bushmen a 
living primitive culture affording an example 
of the persistence of Palzolithic conditions 
into recent times. Their culture was a purely 
Stone-Age culture, and they made and used 
stone implements of types many of which re- 
called forms of the implements which pre- 
vailed during the Late-Paleolithic culture- 
phase of Western Europe and North Africa. 

The archwological relics of South Africa 
told a definite story—the story of the 
occupation of South Africa in early times by 
successive waves if immigrants, each wave 
introducing more or less distinctive culture 
elements. 

his sequence of irruptions of peoples 
during long ages had inevitably induced a 
congestion of heterogeneous enthnic elements 
and an inevitable overlapping of cultures 
tending to result in not only fusion but con- 
fasion, and to bring about complex, hybrid 
industries, whose parentage it was the aim of 
local archwologists to unravel. 

The great scientific importance of this 
valuable heritage imposed certain responsi- 
bilities upon the administration, and Mr. 
Balfour appealed for official control of future 
research, as a valuable archeological site 
might so easily be spoilt and its interest 

rmanentiy destroyed by the unmethodical 
ossickings of untrained enthusixsts.

The Marketing of Farm Produce’: Problems for a

BELFAST, Thursday. | 
THEN the troubles arose recently in 
connection with the fishery rights 
of Lough Foyle, and desperate encounters 
took place between Free State fishermen 
and Northern bailiffs, it was sugyvested 
in this column that the preblem 
which was created had an international 
flavour, and that the two Governments 
should co-operate in settling the dispute. 
Since then events have moved rapidly, 
and the situation which was predicted 
has come to pass. There was grave 
danger in these conflicts, and the possi- 
bility of tragedy. The use of force 
engondered opposing force, and, in addi- 
tion, it was felt by the fishermen that the 
law of the border was being broken when 
they were chased off what they believed 
to be their own waters by armed Northern 
atrol boats. On the other hand, the 
ailiffs thought that they were simply 
doing their duty, and there were thus 
resent all the elements of potential 
isaster. 

Lough Foyle has provided history which 
still rings down the years and is the 
pride of the North, and it would be 
singular if the musty charters of cen- 
turies ago were again. to accentuate the 
division of the people of Ireland. The 
border has its difficulties, and, of course, 
there is the legal aspect, regarding which

there is so much difference of opinion, but 
to the ordinary man in the street some 
absurd for serious consideration. For 
instance, the claim of the South 
control Belfast Lough is just as fantastic, 
from the layman’s point of view, as it is 
for the North to claim jurisdiction over 
the waters which wash the shores of 
Donegal. 


AN UNNATURAL DIVISION. 


Such a “ proposition’ is, of course, 
absurd, and reminds one of comic opera, 
but it provides| a profitable field. of 
investigation for! the legal profession. 
These are the simple facts which have 
been raised to the dignity of an interna- 
tional problem, and in its solution 
common-sense more than anything else is 
required.

The 
whole question has aroused keen interest 
in the North, and the semt-official state- 
ments which have been published in both 
capitals have been widely discussed. The 
references to the dispute in the Southern 
Chamber of Deputies yesterday has also 
attracted considerable attention, and 
there is much speculation as its 
outcome. 

Mr. McGilligan’s statement that the 
Free State Government has taken action 
in the matter is understood to mean that 
communications dealing with it have been 
sent both to the British and Northern 
Governments. Perhaps, more than any- 
thing else, this dispute shows the un- 
natural division of Ireland; for it is 
impossible to separate the waters of the 
sen from the shores which they surround. 
In the far-distant days when Lough 
Fovle was declared—as alleged—to be a 
portion of County Londonderry, no one 
dreamt that this important area. together 
with five other counties, would, 
course of time. be separated from the rest 
of Ireland. It is in this way that the 
present difficulty has arisen.

Many people thoucht that the Belfast 
Corporation should have been the first to 
go, but it mended its ways and is now 
doing well, whereas the Donaghadee urban 
representatives—or, at least, the majority 
of them—paid more attention to trifles 
than to good government. Local opinion 
is divided on the action of the Hdéme 
Office. Some people welcome the coming 
of a Commissioner, stating that the 
Council was ruining the ratepayers, while 
on the other hand. Councillor Pink, 
Chairman of the Council, expresses the 
feelings of his confréres when he says that 
their diamiasa] is the resnlt of wire:

In 1915 England suc- 
ceeded in making her own tungsten ; 
Germany's supplies were exhausted, and 
a substitute was obtained from Norway 
until Britain bought up the Norwegian 
output. Meanwhile Germany found that 
she needed ten times more nickel than the 
territories under her contro] could pro- 
duce, and the supplies which she secured 
by Scandinavian intermediaries came from 
Canada. England’s soldiers were slain with 
metal that was obtained from her own 
ores. War has not become impossible. 
Sudden havoc might be wrought by exist- 
ing armaments. Never again, however, 
could a long-sustained war. be fought by 
any great Powers save the British Empire 
and the United States of America; and 
these Powers, by the control of their 
mineral resources, are in a position to 
arrest warlare in other lands. The needs 
of warlare, however, do but demonstrate 
in high relief a state of affairs that now 
governs the life of nations.

“The inter- 
exchange of minerals,’’ Sir 
Thomas Holland said, “is an inevitable 
consequence of our new civilisation.”’ lt 
is not wonderful that the racial emotions 
stirred up by the late conflict should have 
resulted in a tendency among smal] 
nations to strive after economic self- 
sufficiency ; but it is a tendency that will 
be corrected as the lessons of peace are 
learned in the hard school of experience. 
Self-sufficiency, even for great countries, 
is an aim never again to be realised. 
Isolation from that economic common- 
wealth which material progress has 
brought into being would imply the loss 
of all modern amenities, from the play- 
things of invention to the vita] 
medical science.

ng questions as debts, claims, trade, etc. 
He felt sure that. with good-will on both 
suflicient progress might be made 
to enable him on the reassembling of 
Parliament in October to report what had 
heen achieved; that the principles cn 
which a settlement could be worked out 
had been defined, and to request authority, 
if complete settlements of all out- 
standing questions had not been reached, 
for the exchange of fully accredited Am- 
bassadors between the two countries.

The reply of the Soviet Government, 
received on July 24th; was as íÍollows:-—-

“In view of the fact that the Note 
from the British Government aims at a 
preliminary exchange of views, exclu- 
sively, regarding the procedure to be Íol- 
lowed in subsequent discussion oí 
disputed questions, and not at an actual 
discussion of these questions, and being 
of the opinion that these deliberations 
regarding procedure can be concluded in 
the course of a very short period, the 
Government are requesting M. Dov- 
ygalevsky, plenipotentiary representative 
of the Union in France, to journey to 
London fer this purpose.”’

On July 25 the British Ambassador in 
Paris was instructed to inform M. 
Dovgalevsky that the Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs would receive him at 
three o'clock on July 29. 

The following is a translation of the 
Note handed by M. Dovgalevsky to the 
Secretary of State on Wednesday :— 

“The Government of the Union of 
Soviet Socialist Republics have done 
everything on their side to facilitate the 
rapprochement between the Union and 
Great Britain and the resumption. of 
normal diplomatic relations between the 
two countries. The fact, however, that 
the British Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs has stated to M. Dovgalevsky, the 
Soviet Ambassador to France, that it is 
impossible for the British Government to 
re-establish normal relations between the 
two countries before the solution of the 
questions outstanding between them, 
shows that the British Government do not 
desire, or are unable, to bring about the 
resumption of these relations. 

“If such were not the case, the British 
Government would not have proposed as a 
preliminary condition for the re-establish- 
ment of normal relations the solution of 
questions so complicated and contentious 
as the mutual claims and counter-claims. 

“ This, new circumstance, which was not 
foreshadowed by the Note from the 
British Government addressed to .the 
People’s Commissariat for Foreign Affairs 
on the 17th July, requires a fresh 
examination of the question. For that 
reason the People’s Commissariat for 
Foreign Affairs finds itself compelled to 
ask for fresh instructions from the 
Praesidium of the Central Executive Com- 
mittee of the Union, which will consider 
the new proposals of the British Govern- 
ment at its next plenary session.”

DISPUTE. 


VIEW OF NORTHERN 
IRELAND. - 
DENIAL OF FREE 
STATE CLAIMS. 


CASE FOR IMPERIAL 
AUTHORITIES. 


From Ovr Speciat Corresponpent. 

' BELFAST, Thursday. 
The, Northern Cabjnet is agreed that 
the Lough Foyle dispute is a matter con- 
Feerming directly, and ~particularly, His 
Majesty's Government in Britain, I was 
authoritatively informed in Belfast 
to-day. 

There is a qfite explicable reluctance 
in official circles here to discuss the 
situation which the. High Court’s injunc- 
tion against the Donegal fishermen has so 
unexpoctedly..developed. Apart from the 
fact that Ministers. regard it as having 
major concern for the Imperial Govern- 
ment—since the bgundary of Northern 
Ireland is’ also the boundary of the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland—there is a disposition 
to refrain fronr uttering any comment, 
lest it should aggravate an admittedly 


tion. This disposition is expressed in a 
Belfast newspaper—the Northern Whig— 
which remarks. editorially’ to-day :— 

“We will say nothing. of the merits, the 
law, or the equity of the dispute. To our 
mind, they are of secondary importance to 
the manner in which the two peoples—North 
and South—approach and deal with the 
problem: There are only two methods. 
There is that of the Kaiser and the mailed 
fist. It has just been tried for four years, 
and the graves of Europe hardly acclaim it 
a success, The second is that of Christian 
gentlemen prepared to test their rights before 
a peaceful tribunal, and, above all, to arrive 
at a solution without malice and without 
rancour, A résponsibility rests upon. us all, 
and the person, north or south of the border 
—whether Press, politician, or man in the 
street—who seeks to impart prejudice (party, 
sectarian, or national) and passion is an 
enemy, not only to the other country, but 
to his own.” 


MINISTERIAL ATTITUDE. 

The attitude of the Northern Ministry, 
notwithstanding the reticence of 
circles, may be simply stated. In the 
first place, as I have mentioned, it holds 
that any question of sovereignty over the 
territorial waters surrounding Northern 
or, for the matter of that, Southern 
Ireland's coasts is one for the Imperial 
Government; for the boundary line of 
Northern Ireland is also that of the 
United Kingdom, and if a Belfast steam- 
ship enters Lough Foyle only by the 
pleasure and _ good-will of the Free 
State Government, a British vessel 
must enter it on the same terms. 
‘The claim of the Free State Govern- 
ment to territorial sovereignty ol 
the Foyle waters,’ a confidant of the 
Northern Cabinet said to me to-lay, 
‘seems to be based on the definition of 
Northern Ireland contained in the Govern. 
ment of Ireland Act of 1920, and on the 
doubt that the Lough ever formed part of 
the County of Derry. The Charter 
granted by Charles II. to the Honourable 
the Irish Society and the citizens of Lon- 
donderry in 1652 refutes this theory.” 
My informant then showed me a cory of 
the Charter, which declares that ~— 

‘The city, ov town, of Derry . 
also all and singular castles, 
manors, towns, villages. hamiets, lands, 
tenements, waters, streams, ports, seaports, 
and other territories and hereditaments what- 
scever hereunder, in or these presents 
given or granted, and all and simguler other 
castles, lordships, manors, towns, villages, 
lands, tenements, waters and water-courses, 
streams, ports and other territories situate, 
lying, or being within the precinct compass 
of the said castles, lordships [etc.], and 
other the premises in or by these presents 
given and granted, be, and hereafter shall 
be united, consolidated, and henceforth for 
ever one entire county of itself, distinct and 
separate from all our counties whatsoever 
within our Realm of Ireland and 
forever, hereafter, shall be named and: called 
the County of Jondonderrv: and them all 
into entive, free and distinct county of 
itself we do erect. constitute, órdain, con- 
firm ‘and create by these presents. 

The Charter also gave to the Society 
of the Governor and Assistants, London, 
of the new plantation in Ulster :— 

“The whole water, hav, river. stream, o1 
rivulet of Loughfoile within the limits afore 
said. and the whole ground and soil thereof, 
and also the whole piscary fishing and taking 
of fishes. as well salmon and eels as of all 
hother kinds of fishes whatsoever, of, in, or 
within the water. bay, creek. river of Lough- 
foile. as well with nets of what kind soever, 
as otherwise howsoever, from the high sea 
to the town of Liffer, and to the utmost flux 
and reflux of the river of Loughfoile afore- 
said. and in. through, and within the whole 
course of the water within the limits afore- 
said, being in the county of the city of Derry, 
otherwise Londonderry, and in the counties 
of Coleraine, Tircne and Donagall, otherwise 
Londondetsy aforesaid, or in any or some ot 
them within the said province of Ulster. 


“ RIDICULOUS.” 

My ‘informant held that, by virtue of 
the terms of this charter, the waters ol 
the Fovle are included in, the Borough 
of Derry. “We,” he said, “can make 
quite as. good a case for ownership of the 
lough as Mg» Cosgrave's Government can. 
It is ridicufOus to endeavour to maintain 
the assertion that the Lagan or, generally, 
the waters off the Northern Irish coasts 
are under the sole jurisdiction ol the 
Free State, and 1 am quite certain that 
no international court would uphold the 
claim. Anyhow, it 1s primarily—indeed, 
entirely—a matter for the consideration 
of the Imperial Government. But what 
it most certainly should not be,” he 
added gravely, “is a basis for scare- 
mongering in the newspapers.” . | 

Meanwhile the interlocutory injunction 

granted by Lord Justice Andrews remains 
to be enforced. TI learn to-day that all 
the writs have been served, either per- 
sonally or by registered letter. If, as is 
presumed, they are ignored, the question 
arises: How, and by whom, will the 
injunction be enforced? ‘The Northern 
authorities appear to have decided that 
the enforcement of what jurisdiction it 
may exercise over the lough is the con- 
cern of the Imperial. Government, the 
suggested conclusion being that it is “up 
fo” the Imperial fisheries patrol service.

The Press Association is ofhcially informed 
that the King has approved that the 
dignity of a Barony of the United 
Kingdom be conferred upon Lieutenant- 
General Sir Robert Baden-Powell, 
Bart:, G.C.M.G., G.C.V.9., K.C.B. 


The peerage comes at a fitting time in 
recognition of twenty-one years’ work for 
the youth of the nation. 

The sixth son of an Oxford professor, 
General Baden-Powell was educated at 
Charterhouse, and joined the 13th 
Hussars in He served with 
that regiment in India; Afghanistan 
and South Africa, and was several 
times mentioned in despatches for 
services In operations in those countries. 
He served in Zululand and Ashanti; 
became Chief Staff Officer in the Matebele- 
land campaign in 1896; was promoted to 
the command of the 5th Dragoon Guards, 
and made history as the hero of the 
defence of Mafeking. For this he was. 
promoted Major-General and mentioned 
again in despatches. In the following 
year (1901) he took an active part in the 
Transvaal operations, and was made a 
C.B. 

His work in South Africa did not end 
with the Boer War. He organised the 
South African Constabulary. and remained 
with the force as Inspector-General until 
1903. when he became Inspector-General 
of Cavalry. In 1908, as Licutenant- 
General, he was given the command of 
the Northumbrian Territoria] Division. 

Two years later he came to a parting 
of the wavs. The Boy Scout movement, 
an idea which was conceived in South 
Africa. and which was founded as a single 
organisation in 1908, had grown go re- 
markably in these two years that it de- 
manded more time than he could give it 
and continue his military career. Faced 
with this dilemma, he told King Edward 
of his position, and that it meant his 
leaving the Army. The King advised him 
not to do so. His foot was well on the 
ladder, and he had a great future. 

But the following day King Edward sent 
for him and said: ‘‘Go ahead and organise 
your Sceouts.” So “B.P.” sent in his 
resignation, and -devoted himself to the 
organisation which has made his name 
international. 


SCOUTING ON SERVICE. 

Sir Robert Baden-Powell’s career has 
included also much useful service in the 
Intelligence Department. Given the task 
cf learning something of the Dardanelles 
fortifications, he did it under the very 
noses of the Turks, ‘‘ fishing” from a 
small coasting vessel, from the engine 
room of which came the sounds of furious 
hammering to give colour to the master’s 
story to the Turks that his engines had 
broken down, and it was impossible to 
move the vessel from prohibited waters. 

He has a clever gift of sketching with 
his left hand, and a sketch hook, contain- 
ing finished or half-finished drawings of 
butterflies, a paint box and a butterfly 
net constituted his whole equipment on 
another occasion when he was engaged in 
obtaining information of fortifications in 
Dalmatia. In the guise of a _ butte: fly- 
hunter, he got close up to the forts and 
sketched into the markings on the wings 
of his butterfly drawings the outlines of 
separate forts and gun positions. 

In Mussia, an mnocent tourist 
blundering across experiments with a new 
searchlight, he was captured, but 
his guard the slip and got away to an 
English ship. 

Remarkable among the Chief Seont's 
many distinctions is a strain of real Red 
Indian blood ; for he is lineally descended 
from the son of John Rolfe and the beau- 
tilul Indian Princess Pocahontas, of 
Virginia, who died during a visit to 
England three centuries ago.

The plant. which was ready to be slnpped., 
aud would cost approximately £35,000, was 
worked under vacuum, as a consequence of 
which no odours: could escape.

This morning the delegate Congress of the 
Irish Labour Party and Trade Union Ccngress 
resumed its second session in the Municipal 
Technical Institute, Limerick. Mr. L. J. 
Duffy, Président, presided, and there was 
again w very large attendante of degelates. 

A discussion took place on portion of the 
National Executive's report on the Free 
State Govyernment’s economic programme. 

Senator 1. Johnson, Dublin, raised a ques- 
tion dealing witr a statement by Mr. 
Anthony, T.D., which mighs likely lead to 
misapprehension. He was under the impres- 
sion that Mr. Anthony suggested that in 
going into conference he was tied in some 
way by a previous decision of the party in 
Congress or by the party’s Executive or by 
the party in the Dart. He did not think that 
Mr. Anthony intended to create such an im- 
pression, as there was no such thing as a 
bond being put on the Labour representa- 
tives going into the conference. From the 
tactics adopted in connection with the 
economic question by the Committee, it was 
the view, from beginning to end, such tactics 
were designed to secure that the Committee 
should fail. She terms of reference were 
very wide, hut, instead. of getting 
agreement on the main principle, 
they set down the most ‘controversial of 
issues, that of placing a tariff-on flour and 
wheat. That question iteelf was aot even 
decided. It seemed to be the opinion of 
the general public that the appointment of 
the Economic Committee and the conduct of 
its proceedings were cleverly- designed to 
secure failure. 

Mr. W. O’Brien, Dublin, -alluded to the 
methgd adopted for the selection of members 
of th? Committee, and said.that it was not 
satisfactory that the labour representatives 
should be selected, on such. committees with 
out consultation with their organisation. 

OUTDOOR RELIEF. 

Miss Bennett inquired if there was any 
information available as to what progress 
had been made with the bill introduced’ by 
Senator Johnson, ¢onferring on Poor Law 
authorities in Dublin City: and Dounty the 
same powers in grantivg of’ relief as were 
exercised by Boards of Health? 

Senator Johnson referred to the objects of 
the bill and its passage through the Senate, 
and added that no action had been taken 
on it-in the Dail. It was to be deplored 
that the situation which that bill sought to 
alter and improve should now be prolonged 
over three months that the Dail would be 
in recess. Had the bill been passed. the 
responsibility under the law would be placed 
on the right shoulders.

Ireland shall consist of so much of Ireland 
as is not comprised within the said Parlia- 
mentary counties and boroughs’ (the six 
Northern counties and two ‘Parliamentary 
boroughs). Whatever was not given by ex- 
press words to Northern Ireland must of 
necessity Southern Ireland: There was not a 
word to suggest that the British Government, 
as distinct from the Government of Northern 
Ireland or Southern Ireland, ever gave away 
their rights, assuming they had rights, over 
the territorial waters, to those subordinate 
Parliaments. On the contrary, if they turned 
to the Act of 1922—the Irish Free State 
Agreement Act—they would find that the 
British Government, in dealing with the Irish 
Free State by that agreement, and by ratify- 
ing that agreement by Act of Parliament, 
contemplated that whatever power existed 
over harbours should fall to the Free State, 
because, annexed to the Free State agree- 
ment, one eof the things reserved to the 
British Government was Belfast Lough, the 
harbour defences to remain in charge of 
British care and maintenance parties.”’ 

“Ts it your contention that the waters of 
Belfast Lough belong to the Free State ?”’

STOPPAGE EXTENDED. 
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WASTE-SPINNERS NOW 
INVOLVED. 


The Cotton-Waste Spinners’ and Manu- 
facturers’ Association met in Manchester 
yesterday and decided that they could not 
withdraw the week's notices which are 
due to expire to-morrow. They demand 
the same reduction as that proposed in 
the parent industry, namely, 28. 65d. in 


, the pound, and the demand has been made 


in accordance with precedent in cottun 
trade disputes. 

The meeting was unanimous in its 
decision to carry out the arrangement 
based on trade conditiorfs and custom. 
The Cotton-Waste Spinners’ and Manu- 
facturers’ Association, therefore, will 
accept whatever arrangement is made in 
regard to wages by the Master Cotton 
Spinners’ Federation and the Cotton 
Spinners’ and Manufacturers’ Association, 
these being the two principal spinning 
and weaving employers’ organisations. 

In these circumstances, works owned by 
members of the Association will reopen 
next week only on the basis of the pro- 
posed reduction The operatives in this 
section of the industry number about 
6,000 as against nearly helf a million in. 
the cotton trade generally. Bury, 
Haslingden and Rossendale are the 
principal centres of cotton-waste spinning, 
and its chief products include sheets, 
fannellette, blankets, and raised cloths of 
various kinds 

PERCENTAGE OF CLOSED MILLS. 

An official of the Master Cotton 
Spinners’ Federation told a Press 
Association reporter that almost 100 per 
cent. of the mills in the Federation are 
now closed. ‘The percentage of mills of 
the Cotton Spinners’ and Manufacturers’ 
Association now closea was officially 
reported to be 96 per cent., and it Is 
expected to be increased to 98, or probably 
99, pér cent. by Saturday. oe 

Some of the Association’s members, 1t 1s 
stated, have been ‘‘carrying on’’ to com- 
plete contracts under a penalty clause. 
Some non-féderated and non-associated 
mills are still working. 

The Lord Mayor of Manchester, Mr. 
George Wescott, in an interview yester- 
day, said that, although suggestions had 
been made to him, he did not fee] that 
at the moment any action on his part as 
a mediator could be usefully taken. He 
added. however, that if at a later stage 
it was felt that he could be of any assist- 
ance in bringing the parties together with 
n view to a settlement of the dispute, he 
would be only too willing to put his 
services at the disposal of the parties. 

Last night’s meeting of the Executive 
Committee of the Cardroom Operatives’ 
Amalgamation lasted more than an hour. 
At its conclusion Mr. Joseph Frayne, 
President of the Amalgamation, in an 
official statement to the Press, said that, 
though it was an ordinary monthly meet- 
ing of the Executive, anc the wages dis- 
pute was not on the agenda, the question 
was raised. ‘‘ At the moment,”’ he added, 
“we can see no useful purpose to be 
served by pursuing the matter in its 
present aspect.’’ 

Asked to explain precisely the latter

PRINCE OF WALES 
ARRIVES. 
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LIVERPOOL UNIVERSITY 

HONOURS CHLEF SCOUT.

The weather conditions for the Prince of 
Wales's flight from London to the great 
Scout Jamboree at Birkenhead, were any- 
thing but favourable this afternoon, but His 
Royal Highness declined to alter his project 
for the journey by air, leaving Hendon at 
3.34. He reached the aerodrome at Hooton, 
which is the headquarters of the Liverpool 
Flying Club and is six miles or so from the 
scouts’ camp, at ten minutes to six; this was 
about half an hour behind schedule time and 
the delay was to be explained solely by the 
fact that a strong gusty wind blew across 
the line of flight and speed was appreciably 
checked in consequence. It was, in fact—as 
one of the pilots described it iater to our 
correspondent—a ‘‘ bumpy “ passage, and the 
machines made excellent time in the circum- 
stances. 

WELCOME FOR THE PRINCE. 

Looking none the worse for his journey, the 
Prince stepped out of his Westland Wapiti 
‘plane with a smile.. in response to the 
cheats of over a thousand guests of the Fly- 
ine Club. .The first to greet him was Sir 
William Browley Devonport, Lord. Lieutenant 
of Cheshire, who extended a welcome to him 
on behalf of the county. Others who shared 
in the weleome and were presented to the 
Prince were Captain Havhurst, in Sheriff 
of Cheshire: Colonel Malcolm, Chief Con- 
stable of the County; Sir Frederick Bowring, 
and Messrs. R. H. Thornton and W. W. 
Leete. who have been pioneers of aviation in 
the county. ‘The Prince was piloted. in his 
flight by Squadron Leader Don, and a second 
Wapiti machine conveyed the -Princes 
querry, Colonel Lee, who was piloted by 
Flying Officer Stent. Having partaken of a 
welcome cup of tea in the hangar, the Prince 
expressed anxiety to reach the Scouts’ head- 
quarters with little delay, and accordingly 
within ten minutes of his arrival he was 
speeding away in a fast motor towards the 
site of the Jamboree. 

Crossing the boundary line into Buirken- 
head, he was met by the Meyor and a deputa- 
tion of the Town Council, who accorded him 
an. official welcome to the town. The 
Prince’s return journey to London on Friday 
afternoor will also be made by air. 

DEGREE FOR CHIEF SCOUT. 

To the cheers of thousands of Scouts, Sir 
Robert Badén-Powell was at the Jamboree at 
Arrowe Park, Birkenhead, to-day the re- 
cipient of the honorary degree of Doctor of 
Laws, conferred upon him in the rally ground 
by the Vice-Chancellor of the Liverpool Uni- 
versity, Dr. H. J. W. Hetherington. 

“To-day we greet and acclaim and take to 
ourselves @& man illustrious in the 
urts of peace and of war, a model 
of chivalry, a pattern of courage 
and of courtesy, a visionary who 
has broucht noble dreams to noble fulfilment, 
a practical idealist,’’, said Professor KE. T. 
Campagnac, the Public Orator of the Uni- 
versity, in an eloquent speech. “ Soldier, 
sportsman, writer and sculptor, traveller in 
many lands, he has learned in the lively 
school of experience to turn romantic hope to 
assured reality, and has given unity to his many 
gifts by dedicating them in love and loyalty 
to his God, his Ring and his country. The 
world has been his university, but England is 
his home. He has taught England’s children 
that for her sake they must win and keep 
athletic vigour of body and alertness of mind, 
and achieve that perfection of craftsmanship 
which gives to work a virtue, religious and 
artistic. He has taught them _ that 
piety and honour, truth and tender- 
ness are to be proved in all the 
concerns of daily life in town and 
country, in work and in play, alike in great 
and memorable deeds, and in little nameless 
unremembered acts of kindness and of love.

A well-produced pageant of “ Robin Hood’ 
was given by the Derbyshire Scouts. A 
fight between “ Robin Hood ” and “ Little 
John,” the capture of the “ Bishop of Here- 
ford,’* following the refusal of the Friars to 
pay tithe, and the handing over of his money 
by the Bishop to “ Robin Hood,” who passes 
it on to an old woman, was all faithfully 
portrayed ; and there was an interesting ¢lis- 
play of quarterstaff fighting, wrestling, 
archery and buffeting. 

The Canadians gave a cireus entertainment, 
in which there were Indian songs and dances; 
the South-East Lancashires showed how to 
build a bridge with staves, and gave a parade 
of cricketers from pre-historic times; the 
Indians danced; the Lancashire Scouts gave a 
tumbling display; America played several 
national games, and the Birmingham boys 
showed how the Romans amused themseives. 

At this evening’s camp fires the Irish Free 
State contingent contributed to one of the 
programmes. There was the music of the 
Irish pipes, “Danny Boy” was sung in 
Irish, and a humorous turn was given hy the 
two Kelly boys. At one of the theatre per- 
formances there were Scottish dances.

- GOODW OOD, Thursday Night. 
The weather was much better here for Cup 
day, and after showers in the morning it 
turned generally fine, and grew warmer as 
the afternoon advanced. Cup day is the big 
day of the meeting in the eyes of Sussex 
folk, and there was a splendid crowd on the 
newly-enclosed Trundle hill, and everywhere 
else for that matter. Again we had a whole 
series of exciting finishec, three races being 

won by short-heads and a fourth by a head. 
One of the short-heads which I did not ex- 
pect “to see was that by which Mr. John J. 
Murphy’s Old Orkney beat Brown Jack ir 
the race for the Goodwood Cup. They 
finished exactly as they finished in the Ascot 
Stakes, a nose dividing them, but this time 
Old Orkney had 101). the worst of the 


‘weight, só that the performance redounds 


considerably to his credit. 

The result was by no means unexpected hy 
Marcus Marsh, who is in charge of the horses 
in the stable of Captain Gooch during the 
latter’s illness, for he thought Old Orkney 
had come on wonderfully in the two months 
since he won at Ascot. That he was right 
there is no doubt. Old Orkney is a smashing 
good horse now, and a great stayer. I will 
grant all that, and then say that this after- 
noon’s verdict is not a true measure of 
their relative merits, and that Donoghue 
who knows Brown Jack so well, would have 
won on him to-day had he been well 
ehough to ride. 

A TRAINER'S VIEW. 

Ivor Anthony, his trainer, was discussing 
his chance with me just before the event, 
and rémarked that if it were a true run 
race thére would be no question about the 
result, but that if it were not he did not 
know what would happen. 

Brown Jack has no great finishing speed, 
and to show him at Is brilliant best he 
needs to settle down into a strong gal- 
lop, and run his race through from start 
to finish. ” 

Childs, on this oceasion, elected to settle 
down some ten lengths behind the leader, 
who was Arctic Star, until Pure Knight 
took it up just before entering the straight. 
At that point he was still ten lengths behind 
the leader. Then he went on, and when it 
came to a race for speed between -him' and 
Old Orkney the latter was just too good for 
him, though it was only by inches that ke 
was beáteh. It was perfectly clear to 
everyone who knows Brown Jack that when 
Childs tame into the straight on him lying 
so far’ behind he was taking 2 dangerous 
liberty, and was courting a possible defeat. 
OLD ORKNEY'S RECORD. 

When Mr. John Murphy, home in Ireland 
from India, bought Old Orkney through 
Mr. Myerscough out of the stable-of Mr. 
Arthur Macauley, with the idea 
of winuing the Irish Cesare- 
witch, he bought a very good horse. 
The son of Loch Lomond has since won him, 
as well as the Cesarewitch, races like the 
Manchester November Handicap, the Ascot 
Stakes, and now the Goodwood Cup. 

Captain Gooch, and later Mareus Marsh, 
has done extraordinarily well by Old Orkney. 
After he was beaten in the Goodwood Stakes 
last year he was found to be suffering from 
red worm, and he did not appear again until 
he came out to win the Ascot Stakes last 
June. 

Arctic Star finished third today, beaten 
four lengths by Brown Jack and Cyclonic, 
who failed to stay. It is hardly necessary 
to recall that Qld Orkney, Brown Jack and 
Arctic Star were all raised in Ireland and 
come from there, in whose pedigrees fashion 
does not play a prominent part, and that 
they smothered the imperially-bred Hurry 
On colt, Cyclonic, who was third in last 
year’s St. Leger. 

FAVOURITE BEATEN. 

It was a delightful day’s racing, though 
the financial delights would be with the book: 
makers. Nice Prospect, descended to selling 
plate company, was not favourite for the first 
race of the day, the Funtington Plate, and 
Mr. J. B. Joel had nothing on him. He 
looked like cutting it once, but he came on 
and beat the favourite, Oratorium, easily. 
Mr. Joel, who gave, I believe, £5,000 for 
him in Ireland, did not want him back, and 
he went for 880 guineas to Captain Boyd- 
Rochfort, buying for Mr. J. H. Whitney, to 
work with Royal Ministrel. 

After this we saw a startling exhibition 
by a half-sister to the Derby winner, 
Felstead, by Orpheus, Sir Hugo Cunliffe- 
Owen’s Silver Lyre, who won the Halnaker 
Stakes, running away by three lengths from 
Arguide, who this time got off with the 
others. Silver Lyre is a grand filly, and she 
was the easiest. winner of the meeting so 
far, except, of course, Tiffin. 

Major McCalmont has been out of luck 
this week; for following on the defeat of 
Mr. Jinks came a reverse in the Prince 
of Wales’s Stakes for his Tetratema filly, 
Queen of the Nore. There were only two 
other runners, Lovat Scout and Ruston 
Pasha, and in a great finish between the 
trio Lovat Scout won by a short head and 
a neck from Ruston Pasha and Queen of 
the Nore. 

LOVAT SCOUT WINS. 

The filly was, I believe, sore after she 
won at Sandown, and she did not please 
going to the post to-day. A furlong from 
home she changed her legs and weakened, 
and was last of the three,. though there 
was very little in it. Lovat Scout is a 
medium sized colt by Abbot’s Trace, whom 
Fred Darling trains for Lord Dewar, 

The Beckhampton stable had another 
winneg later ,when Lord Wolavington’s Press 
Gang, a son of Hurry On, and the substi- 
tute Derby winner, Fifinella, won the Rous 
Memorial Stakes by a short head from 
Galhampton.

WANT OF STAMINA, 

Darling expected to have a third winner in 
the National Stud-bred Daumont, who started 
favourite tor the Drayton Handicap.

Every member of the team has in recent 
years distinguished himself in Irish cham- 
pionships, and it is the youngest combination 
gcros | by the G.U.L Selection Committee 
for a representative match. 

Taking them in alphabetical order: Dr. 
Allison, the young Portrush representative, 
won the Native Championship on his home 
course in 1926. A. W. Briscoe, as well as 
being a former holder of the West of Ireland 
Championship, was first amateur in the Irish 
Open Championship at Newcastle last year. 
Michael Crowley, one of the strongest players 
at Portmarnock, was South of Ireland 
champion in 1925 and runner-up the follow- 
ing year, while Walter Carroll is the holder 
of the Tailteann National Championship, in 
tne final of which he beat Major Henry 
Boyd. F. French has yet to win a 
championship, but he played himself on to 
the team at the Close Championship meeting 
at Dollymount, and may be relied on to 
keep his end up.at Portrush. Major Hezlet 
(who will captain the side), R. M. McCon- 
nell and E. F. Spiller are former Irish open 
amateur champions. 

On the whole no fault can legitimately be 
found with the team, which, as remarked, is 
a comparatively young one, and is possessed 
of plenty of that match-fighting ability which 
goes such a long way in representative 
matches.

DEATH OF 5. E. GREGORY. 
PLAYED IN FIFTY-TWO TEST 


MATCHES. 


The death is announced of 8. E. Gregory, 
the famous New South Wales and Australian 
cricketer. 

Born on the 14th April, 1870, he came to 
England first in 1890, and was included in 
every side which visited England until 1912, 
the year of the triangular tournament. 
Gregory was captain of that combination, 
which, owing to differences of opinion 
between several Australian players and the 
Australian Board of Control, chiefly over 
financial matters, was not nearly so strong 
as it should have been. He enjoyed the dis- 
tinction of having appeared in more Test 
matches than any other Australian, the total 
number in which he took part being fifty-two. 

On the first two occasions he did not reveal 
his full powers as a batsman, but in the 
Australian season of 1894-95, when A. E. 
Stoddard took a team to Australia, he jumped 
right to the top, and ‘when in 1896 he was in 
England again he played brilliantly, and
